Applicant's amendment filed 06/10/201 1 has been entered that overcomes the rejection of claims 
cited in the last office action. The amendment presents Claim- 19 as the independent claim that was 
indicated to be allowable and the other claims depend upon this claim. New claims 27-36 contain the 
previously presented claim limitations, and depend upon the allowable claim-19, and these claims have 
been fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

An updated search was carried out that did not result in any prior art that either teaches or fairly 
suggestive of applicant's method of manufacturing a circuit member connecting structure by a 
combination of specific method steps, components processed, the product derived and its characteristics.
